IS THERE A PLOT?

A STORY OF AN ELECTORAL COLLEGE
STEAL STARTED.

Kansas Republieans Say the Eaemy Is
Flirting With the Alllavce—A Fro-
gramme That Would Tarn Over Five
Sigtra—With Blaine Ruanning It Cannot
Work—Schomers in the Saddln,

Torega, Dee. 6.—[Spacial. ] —During the
past two wecks an extraordinary effort bas
been made by o half dozen of the leading
Democrats of Kansas to enltivate and re-
store u friendly feeling between the Demo-
cratic and People’s parties. Well in-
formed Hepublicans say it means a conlition
of theep elements next year on & State aud
Electoral ticket.

There is no question but that W. C
Jones, Chairman of the Demoeratic Com-
mittee; ex-Governor Glick and several
other lesders arve acting on sdvice and
counsel from headquarters  They realize
that in going in with the Pocple's party
Inst vear they virtunlly destroved their or-
ganization, as the Democratic vote of the
Siste dwindled from 107,000 in 1888 to less
than 50,000 this vear. They know that the
Democmtic party is the minority party of
Ransas, If they nominate and support
straight electoral State and county tickets
in Kansas next venr, they will get nothing
but & few loeal offices. OFf course they
would preserye their organization, but what
does that ampunt te with a party that is
hopelessly in the minority 7

Republicrans Are Aware of the Plot.

If the Democratic leaders could, by
throwing the entire strength to the People’s
party, defeat the Republican State and
clectoral ticket in Kansas, they wounld gain
more than they would lose. Giving the
electoral vote to the People's party would
be equal te a Democratic viclory,

A number of the Allianee leaders are in
favor of the plan. Jerry Simpson thinks

“it would be the slick thing todo." Sen-
ator Pefler, it is  smid, winks at
the scheme, bt all of thes=e

reformers protest publiely that thes will
have nothing to do with cither of the old
wrties,. Of course, thiz play is made to
hold in the People’s party all ex-Republi-
exns who went into the movement last vesr,
unt1l thes are ready to deliver the goods fo
the Democrats’ party  The leaders will
find this a troublesome task, however, as the
Republicans are aware of the conspiracy,
and are losing no tiree in scquainting the
farmers of the plaa by which they are ex-
pected to do duty ia siding the election of a
Demosratic President.

This conspiracy to eapture the electoral
vote of Kansas for the Democracy did not
originzte in Kansas, It is the earrving out
of a plan formulated in Washington by
leading Demoerat= of the pation, and in-
formation comes to Kansas that Gorman,
Hill, Brice. Polk and other leaders con-
ceived the idea several months ago and that
the State leaders here are but earrying out
that plan. It ix deep Inid nod extends into
other States similarly situnted.

BEevublicans find no tault with President

larrison’s administration—Kansas would
be for him under other circumstances, but
with the threatened offort 1o steal the elee-
toral vore of five Hepublican States, they
declare that no ehaness can be taken and
that therefore Blaine’s nomination isde-
manded, becanse it wonld mean overwhelm-
ing Republican victories in these States the
Democratic Southern Alliance is maneuver-
ing to capture.

QUEER CRANK CAGED.

Failure of a German Bookbinder to
Extort Money From a Friend

BY MEANS OF WRITTEN THREATS.

The Man He Addressed Turns Him Over to
the Police of New York.

NOT ALLOWED T0 TURN THE BAGE TRICK

The recent adventures of Dr, Hall and
Liussell had taught at least one man
that such lunaties are dangerous. Harris
lost no time in placing the letter in the
hands of Polire tain nter, and he
told the Captain all he knew abuut Wey-
rauch. i

Weyraueh was born in Wieshaden, and
Harris met him in Germany 14 vears ago.
Weyranch had made money as pwg’ietor
of a hookbindery and paper house. He had
sold out his business st 2 pood profit, had
married a rich woman, and opened a hotel
in Bensheim, Hesse-Darmstadt. Alois Van
Grics, the burgomeisier, introduced Harris
to the hotelkeeper, and Harris made the
hotel his home during & visit to Bensheim.
About & year ago Wevrauch appeared in
New York and hunted up Mr. Harris
Prosperity had not agreed with him, and he
had tuken to drink and fallen into poverty.
He borrowed some money of Harris, and
asked the latter to find employment for
him. ’

On Sundar, two weeks ago, Weyranch
cxlled upon Harris, He was well dressed.
Harris hud been unable to find work for
him and told him =0, Weyrauch seemed to
be disappointed, but went away in as
friendly a mood as usual.

A Demand for Movey or Work.

The following Sunday he called on Harris
arsin. He was in old and shabby
clothes, nnd was in an ugly temper. He
demanded, rather than asked, if Harris had
found work for him. Harris had not, and
refused to lend Weyrauch any more money.
Weyrauch said he had to pawn his clothes
He went away angry, and then yesterday
the letter enine.

Cuptain Carpenter’s men found Weyrauch
a¢ the Worth street lodging house at 2
o'clock this morning. He was ns mild and
harmless a prisoner as possible, and arose
and dressed himself obediently, In his
pocket was an envelope enclosing his pho-
tograph. The envelope was direeted “‘io
the new: nrer reporters,”’ and on the face
was the following memorandom in English:
“After T want send this my picture to Mr.
Comrad Harris, 1570 Second avenne.”

The picture was taken 1n Reider's gallery,
339 West Madison street, Chieago, in 1888
Oq-the back of the envelope was written in
German:

Now Lam 50 years old,and I have done
my work. 1 have always been good to the
Lovs, AL WEYRADOM.

His head is round
and erowned with closely cropped hair of a
sandy color. He weursa stubby red mous-
tache, closely eropped.

“T wrote the lstter just to scare Harris, so
he would give me the monew: I would not
kill him,*" he said. ““He is an old friend of
mine. I knew himin the old country, and
1 wanted him to get me some work as jani-
tor, or something like that.”

He Declares He isn't Crazy.

He had not been sick, he said, and he
laughed when he was asked it his head
troubled him. “No, Iam not crazy,” he
said, I knew what 1 was doing when I
wrote the letter, and I wanted him to give
me some money."’

OF his &wn history he seemed equally
willing to filk. “When I kept a hotel,”
he said, “my wife ran away with one of the
waiters and took all my money with her.
She came to Ameries, I heard. and then
pretty soon I came to America myself, but
I never saw my wife or heard anvthing
more shout her.”
